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headquarters, a four-story building located on a side street about 
75 n. north of the central railroad station and about 25 m. west 
of Kolejowa Street which passes In front of that station.

The basement of this building contained seven rooms of similar 
size; each room had a heavy steel door opening on the hallway and 
a transom- type window facing the street.

breakfast - - - - one cup of unsweetened, black coffee and about 
200 g. of black bread. >'

supper - - - - - one cup of unsweetened} black coffee and about 
200 g. of black bread; occasionally we got some 
of the unpalatable soup Instead of the bread.
